Some Thoughts by a Country Newspaper 


Man Working iu New York. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


New YOHK, Aug. 23.—"It one circu- 


late^ much among the people, be will 
be surprised," 8a'l a countryman, who is 
now a writer oa the New York press, 
to me a day or two ago, "when ho comes to 
tabulate the returns, at the practical unanim- 
ity with which men of all classes, and from all 
standpoints, have arrived at tho conclusion 
that, since the days of Horace Greeley and 
Henry J. Raymond, the New York papers 
have produced but a very limited number of 
journalists. 


"This, of course," he went on, "is not the 


opinion of Printing House square. If one can 
behove the assertions and asseverations of the 
New York dailies, they are the greatest'In- 
stitutions on the face of the globe. This is 
echoed and re-echoed so constantly that the 
very air about the square on which old Ben 
Franklin stands, a monument to simple, plain 
common sense, is saturated with it. 
The 


shibboleth oi tho newspaper fraternity was 
most tersely expressed, in the slang that col- 
lege journalists lovo so well, in The Herald's 
'Wo are tho stuff!' of last spring. 


''But tho general public think there is 


altogether too much stu/iiitg aiioufc the great 
dniUus, that a vast amount of space is oiicu- 
pied with subjects 
in which they feel

interest 
It is one 


of

newspapers 


that thero is nothing in them except 
what interests tho readei 
That which he re- 


calls in his mind after rending is what ho 
ci edits tho paper with having in it. The type 
service may cover an aero ol white paper, 
but all that counts as nothing; indeed, it ag- 
gravates the offense, tor it increases the labor 
of wading through to find what one wants. 
Wading witb the eyes is wearisome work, for 
they have onlc crows' feet with which to do 
it, and these multiply with use and get in 
each other's way. 


"A number ot tho New York dailies make 


money, but not one of them occupies the Held 
it is entitled to. Vast sums of money are ex- 
pended, but a very largo proportion of it is 
wasted, while all tho while bright, tender, 
sweet little items are lying ready to be 
plucked fit trifling cost, 


"Over In Jersey, the target for chestnut 


jokes from time immemorial, they sell cham- 
pagne. It is only plain Jersey cider, but a 
nico label is put on it and away it goes as 
choico champagne. A great deal of literary 
matter is bought by the New York papers in 
tho same way. If it has n big label it goes. 
In this way some big named writers have 
backed up their literary carts and dumped 
tho sweepings of their brains upon an unof- 
fending public. Some people will spend all 
their money with the bootblack and none 
with the shoemaker. What the public wont 
is not let polish, perhaps, but more soul, cer- 
tainly. 


"Tho amount of money that has been worse 


than wasted in trying to moke journalists out 
of men simply because they were college 
bred is fabulous 
Very many college men 


fail in tho attempt to become first class news- 
paper men, and it is not at all surprising that 
this is so either. Tha country writer, edu- 
cated ut n district school or an academy, and 
on the highways in elbow touch of his fellows, 
andseivingan apprenticeship in rolling for 
the bnnd press, reading proof, making up the 
form, listening to tbo talk of bis neighbors 
about the paper, wherein he has failed and 
ivliproiii he has succeeded, gradually but 
surely becomes saturated with intuitive per- 
ceptions ot what the public want. He keeps 
himself one of tho people, and bis plainness 
and good humor catches news like molasses 
catches flies, and when it appears in the 
papers it catches the public. 


"The college man comes from a different 


course of training. All the tendencies of his 
college life have been to remove him from 
the public and keep him at a distance from 
it. His egotism is developed, and it acts like 
o powerful jack screw to lift him, in his own 
estimation, far above the masses. The very 
fact that an item conies from one of ths 
people is npt to condemn it in his eyes. When 
ha gets on a paper he feels that 'he must get 
his ideas from some source far above th8 
masses 
Expression 
is everything, sub- 


stance nothing, in his eyes. College bred 
journalism breeds specialists. 
There are 


college graduates on the Now York dailies 
that know everything that can be known 
about a frog's foot without becoming frogs 
themselves 
They have searched nil creation 


and all speculation, at the end ol which they 
have come to know so much about a frog's 
foot that they have come to believe the peo- 
ple arc interested in'Tiothing else. When they 
get on a newspaper hkiff they are filled with 
tho idea that I lie great public is sitting on the 
fences, like country boys, peering into tho 
distance for tho fiist sight of the circus ele- 
plmntMimiu, nuilthut Llus public is dangling 
its legs jfnpafleiitJy nlulo it elongates its 
edrs to cat! li the fiist mumblo of the latest 
revelation as tu theconstinction and capabil- 
ities of the Crop's fool. But rha truth is, tue 
public don't cnio a continental about a frog's 
foot. 


"Onool" f ho frog's toot journalists," contin- 


ued my Iriiwl, "oiiro got hold of a certain 
country piper 
II doesn't matter what his 


specially wns, but bo signalized his ascend- 
ency to tho editorial tnpod by pouring into 
tho pajit'i* iu liclos tboroon of several columns' 
length 
They glow till they filled the first 


page, and tben flowed over on to tho fourth 
page, week after week. 1 ho patrons of the 
paper read along lor n timo, until at last 
they stopped their papers in sheer self de- 
fense, nnd lee old Frog's Foot go flippity flop- 
ping along at his on n expense. 


"Iu this »ay Neiv York newspapers liaveex- 


ponded princely sums to be written out of all 
sympathy with the public thoy want to and 
must needs reach. The writei's climb higher 
nnd higher up on the Conce, imagining chat 
the loftier Lhcy perch the greater their inde- 
pendence and journalistic success. But they 
ate only dulling th« ir leet and catching cold ! 
in their hemls, and what they mistake for 
\ 


throbbingsof journalistic genius are only the 
tumultuous tremblings of a well developed 
influenza "

These agents 
and sub-agents were appointed upon the 
recommendation of members of Congress 
from tho respective districts, and their re- 
ports have never before been questioned. 
Relying upon the correctness of these 
reports In the past, the officials of the De- 
partment had no hesitation In defending 
the report of the statistical!. 


Commissioner Colman said to the com- 


mittee that if they could produce any evl 
donee of fraud or collusion, or even show 
that from prejudice or any other motive, 
estimates had been wilfully falsified, he 
would Instantly remove Mr. Dodge, bul 
he was satisfied nothing of the kind 
could 
be 
shown.

confidence In the integrity of Mr. Dodge. 
Even If he had made a mistake—an honest 
mistake—that would be no good cause for 
removing him. He had the utmost conn< 
denco In the Integrity of the statistican, 
but If any thing Impeaching that Integ- 
rity could be produced, Mr. Dodge would 
be removed, and If the committee had a 
suitable man they might present him. 


Mr. Willie said the committee had no

GEORGE DENOUNCED. 


The Socialistic Mass-Meeting in 


Cooper Union Hall Last 


Night. 


A Mixed 'Crowd, in Which the Enemies 


of the Great Land Reformer 


Prevailed. 


NEW Tonic, Aug. 23.—The Socialistic 


masa-meetlng in Cooper Union last night, 
to denounce Henry George and the United 
Labor party, was a very demonstrative 
affair. The hall was crowded, and much 
enthusiasm prevailed. Thomas O'Nell, of 
the Twentieth Assembly district, was 
chosen chairman. There was deafening 
applause as Furniture Union No. 1 and 
Kramers' Union No. 1 entered the hall 
bearing red flags. The audience rose to 
their feet and shouted with delight. There 
was evidently a discordant element pres- 
(rtit, however, for when Chairman O'Neill, 
after 
praising the 
delegates, who, 


he said, withdrew 
from

Syra- 


cuse convention 
on a 
question of 


principle, began to 
denounce Henry 


George he was Interrupted by hisses. The 
hisses were at once met by cheers, but 
whenever Hr. O'Neill, in the course of his 
remarks, recommenced his attack upon 
. Mr. George he raised the storm again. 
There was so much confusion 
that

to a 
speedy 
close, 
and 
introduced 


Won. Penn 
Rogers, 
who announced 


that he had resigned from the United 
Labor party. When he mentioned Henry 
Geprje's name a storm of cheers and UHSOB 
rose again from thjj great crowd. The 
people on the platform defiantly waved 
their red flags, whereupon the ,opposition 
shouted "Polllce-, Polico!" 


There was an uproar and a babel of 


tongues, but it slowly subsided, and Mr. 
Rogers was given a chance to resume bin 
address. 


"I admitted the grand mogul of the 


United Labor party," he said, "but I be- 
lieve he is too absorbed in his land theory 
to care for the masses." 


Mr. Rogers was so frequently interrupt- 


ed that he did not prolong his remarks. 
The confusion was Increasing, and Chair- 
man O'Neill had a battle with the crowd 
before he got them quiet enough to let him 
introduce Editor Schevitoh, of the Volks 
ZeitunfT. 
The appearance ol this leading 


light of Socialism was signalized by more 
hissing and cheering,-windliig up In a row 
between fttotions in the rear of the hall. 


When hostilities had ceased Sehevitch 


said he had nothing offensive to say about 
the two leaders ot the Henry George 
movement, but when they attempted to 
prescribe one medicine (or all the ills of 
labor they made a mistake. He and his 
fellow Socialists bad, be said, taken a back 
seat in the United

After the adoption of the resolutions the 


Interest in the meeting lessened, and many 
left the hall without listening to the 
speeches of Edward Pinklestone, the re- 
jected Syracuse delegate; Editor Jones, 
of the Volkt Zeitung; and Colonel Hlnton, 
all of whom denounced Henry George as u 
boss, and the United Labor party as a 
machine.

recommending a cough syrup or dose of 
pills.

fliero tho housekeeper does lier own work. 
It will bu seen tlmtit gives more, of tbe con- 
veiiiontios of a. larger Louse than aro usually 
found in a cottage of this size. 


From tho porch we pass into a Uttlo vesti- 


Imlo, which might be made larger by throw- 
ing into it the closet which opens from the 
sitting room. 
From tho vestibule \vo go 


either into the parlor or the sitting room. 
This parlor could be used us tho living room 
of the house- and tho pitting room as the 
lining room, ami still meet "If tho conditions 
if good housekeeping. 
O(T from tho sitting 


room is a projection, which could be very 
comfortably arranged na u window sent.
